Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on July 23, 2009 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 

expiration date of any patent which might issue from application 10/518,770 has 
been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The Examiner's search and the prior art of record fail to teach 
any apparatus or method which describes cutting/scoring a first layer of resin to 
a larger diameter than that of the hole to be punched from the opposite side of 
the optical recording media. Additionally Examiner determined that claims from 
Application 10/762,306 now US Patent No. 7,270,527, Application 10/786,005 
now US Patent No. 7,047,859, or Application 10/762,305 now US Patent No. 
7,096,770, which are the closest art (not prior art) related to this application, do 
not render the method claims of the instant application obvious under 103 or 
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Art Unit: 1791 

anticipated under 102 and thus there is not an instance of obvious type double 
patenting in the present application.
